Is the Supply of It Insufficient to 
Meet the Demand? 








Primary Trouble Said to Be Difficulty in Getting Logs Out 
of the Woods and Down to the Mills—Cut Estimated 
at Twenty Per Cent. Less Than [hat 
- of Last Year. 


The quantiiy of pulp wood that has been cut the past 
season is, from all appearances, one of the most important 
questions now puzzling the paper industry. That the “cut” 
is short is admitted by many. How much this shortage 
amounts to cannot be stated with exactness at this time, 
still a very conservative estimate puts it at 20 per cent. 
less than last year’s cut. This percentage represents the 
falling off from the quantity felled in the winter of 1898-9. 
It does not mean that the supply of pulp wood available 
at the mills is to be only 20 per cent. less than that on 
hand last year. From all reports the quantity of wood 
that can reach the mills before the water gets too low 
will increase the 20 per cent. shortage considerably. At 
least such is the outlook to-day, based on present condi- 
tions. As has been stated before in these columns, the lack 
of snow in the fore part of last winter and the very heavy 
snows that fell later in the year decreased the amount of 
haulings. Then in the spring the freshets materially inter- 
fered with floating. The booms that were started have 
been broken and scattered or some were stuck many miles 
up stream. This statement is made on the reports of a 
number of Eastern manufacturers who are anxiously await- 
ing the arrival of the logs, so they can fill their contracts. 

According to the testimony of four widely separated 
paper manufacturers, the chief difficulty in getting the 
logs down stream is the lack of water. This sounds 
strange at this season of the year, still it evidently is true. 
The mills owned by these four manufacturers are situa- 
ted respectively on the Kennebec, the Connecticut and 
the Schuylkill rivers, and in the watershed of the Adiron- 
dack Mountains. These men unite in saying that they 
never saw the streams fall down so rapidly as they have 
in the past few weeks. They report that while only a 
short time ago the water was rushing over the dams in 
torrents, now it has no speed in it at all. This is account- 
ed for by the rapidity with which the snow melts on the 
immense clearings. Formerly the forests protected the 
snow so that the action of sun and rain on it was more 
gradual. 

Reports from men who have recently visited the Fox 
River Valley and the other Wisconsin mills are to the 
effect that the cut of wood in sight for the Fox River 

- manufacturers is counted on to last till November next. 

The other mills are said to be sure of only enough to 
keep them running till August. All these Western mills 
are relying on the summer cut to carry them through till 
next winter. It is said that the manufacturers out there 
are not putting much faith in their Canadian contracts 
this year. Last year, it is reported, that they did not re- 
ceive anywhere near the number of cords called for in 
their contracts. 

The Eastern manufacturers who depend almost entirely 
on ground wood are considerably disturbed over the out- 
look. Speaking to a representative of THE Paper TRADE 
JouRNAL this week, one of them said: “I dislike to pose 


as an alarmist, still I am convinced that the situation is 
very critical for the paper industry. We are sold ahead 


for months and it will require our full capacity to fill our 
contracts. Now in the face of such a condition we are 
confronted with an absolute shortage of ground wood. 
This we did not expect, as we took pains to protect our- 
selves by contracting with responsible parties for a year’s 
supply. Nevertheless, here we are to-day forced to go 
into the market and buy thousands of tons to fill the gaps 
in the deliveries called for by our contracts. If this is 
the state of things at this time of the year what may we 
expect next summer when even less grinding can be 
done?” 

Another gentleman said: “Our available supply of logs 
is short. Just how much I do not know at present, as 
our returns are only just beginning to come in. I shall 
know definitely in a few weeks, as by that time we shall 
have to let our contracts for peeling. We have big con- 
tracts for supplies from Canada, but we have been in- 
formed that our stocks on these will run over 100,000 
cords short this year.” 


NO FREE TRADE FOR CANADA. 


Newspaper Publishers Ask That News Be Temporarily 
Placed on the Free List--The Government Refuses 
to Grant the Request. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Ottawa, Ont., May 8.—Newspaper publishers from all 
over Canada are here to-day urging the Government to 
place print paper on the free list. There is at present a 
duty of 20 per cent. on paper coming to Canada from the 
United States. A resolution was passed unanimously ask- 
ing the Government to remove the duty either temporarily 
or permanently, on account of the destruction by fire of 
the E. B. Eddy Mills and the Laurentide Mills in Quebec, 
because the Canadian mills were not able to supply the 
demand. 

The question was discussed later on in the House of 
Commons, when Mr. Richardson, member of Parliament, 
proprietor of the Winnipeg Tribune, charged the Cana- 
dian manufacturers with raising their prices 60 and 100 
per cent. He asked that the clause in the customs act to 
prevent combines be put in operation. Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
said that the whole question was before the Government 
and a reply would be given to the newspaper men very 
soon. 


[By Telegraph to THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

QuesBec, Can., May 9.—The Canadian Government has 
refused to place news on the free list, temporarily, at the 
request of the newspaper publishers. A meeting of the 
latter was held at Ottawa yesterday, but the manufacturers 
opposed the idea and controlled the Government. Mr. 
McLean read a dispatch stating that the Laurentide mills 
would be running in a week, and he did not think that 
there would be a paper famine in Canada. Newspaper 
publishers claim that they are paying from 50 to 100 per 
cent. more for paper now than a year ago.

SHUT DOWN. 


Western Book Paper Manufacturers 
Close Their Mills. 





A Week’s Suspension of Operations Decided Upon at a 
Meeting in Chicago—A Large Attendance of Mill 
Men—An Agreement to Maintain Prices, and 
“Shading ”’ to Be Stopped. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


CuicaGco, May 7.—At a meeting of the Western Book 
Paper Manufacturers held in this city on Thursday, May 
3, it was decided to close down all the mills making book 
papers west of the Alleghany Mountains on the evening of 
May 5 and keep them closed until the morning of Mon- 
day, May 14. All the mills in Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Ohio, and generally throughout the West, except two, 
sent representatives to the meeting. These two mills sent 
letters agreeing to act in accord with the judgment of the 
meeting. The Eastern book men were communicated 
with by letter and by wire in regard to co-operation, and 
encouraging replies ‘were received. 

The gentlemen composing the association or conference 
slipped into town quietly and did the business for which 
they came in one day, leaving town the same night. 

An agreement to equalize the prices of book papers as 
far as possible was made, and in accordance therewith 
some three or four miles which had begun to shade their 
prices agreed to restore the old figure. 

The course outlined is one which makers of book papers 
have been considering for several weks. The cause is 
some degree of overproduction, and decisive action was 
therefore desirable to allow the demand to catch up with 
the supply and keep prices from being demoralized. M. 


Most of the Fox River Book Mills Down.

mills conducted by said manufacturers in the Miami 
Valley closed down this week and will not start up for a 
week. There is no doubt at all that this plan, if carried 
out rigidly in all paper making sections of the West, will 
have the desired result and will arouse the dealers to a full 
realization of the situation. For some time the cause of 
the prevailing dullness has been problematical. Mill men 
were amazed at the sudden termination of “rush orders” 
in the apparent face of. prosperity, and were unable to care- 
fully analyze the conditions and express an adequate 
opinion. That a curtailment of production will prove 
mutually advantageous is admitted by all who attended the 
Chicago meeting, and the plan was not more enthusiastic- 
ally supported by any of the tradesmen than those repre- 
senting this valley.

CONDITIONS IN PAPER MARKETS. 


Western Book Mills Shut Down Under the Chicago Agree- 
ment—Reports Rather Irregular—News in Demand 
and Strong in Price. 





The question of prices was summed up this week by a 
prominent manufacturer as follows: “It is a case of the 
jobber and unfavorable conditions combined against the 
manufacturer, and the latter has been obliged to give 
way a little in order to hold customers and to secure de- 
sirable orders. This is, of course, a concession on the 
part of the manufacturer, but, in my opinion, it is only 
temporary, as the indications are that nearly all grades of 
paper will be at least one cent higher before many 
months.” In this acknowledgment that new business is 
being taken at slightly lower figures other manuiacturers 
agree. This so-called shading does not apply to news 
paper, however. In the absence of a lively demand quo- 
tations are not expected to show improvement until the 
effect of the short cut of pulp wood and perhaps low 
water is felt in the market. That there will be consider- 
able trouble in the paper industry before next August on 
account of a short supply of ground wood is the positive 
conviction of the men most conversant with the situation. 
At present the water question is of serious importance to 
many manufacturers, as the streams have gone down rap- 
idly since the freshets. A repetition of last year’s drought 
is greatly feared. The fear is having some effect on quo- 
tations for future deliveries. 





Business Good at Holyoke.

The paper trade remains unchanged and the conditions 
existing last week continue. Business has been running 
along very evenly for the past few weeks. General Man- 
ager Caldwell, of the American Writing Paper Company, 
told your correspondent this afternoon that there had been 
a remarkable uniformity in business for the past two 
months and that this week there was no change from pre- 
vious weeks. Business with the company is very good, 
and mills outside this corporation report a steady business. 
Trade is holding up better than was expected in some 
quarters. All of the mills in Western New England, so 
far as could be learned to-day, have been running full in 
all departments for the past week. Many of the mills 
report that they are behind with their orders. Prices re- 
main unchanged, and it is predicted by competent men 
that the jobber who expects to buy paper for less than the 
prices ruling to-day will be disappointed. News is hold- 
ing up its high price remarkably well, local publishers 
think, and I am told that the Holyoke Transcript has cut 
off its return paper privilege owing wholly to the price of 
paper.

Buyers’ Demands Not Pressing.

Business last week took on a little spurt, but it was short 
lived and the call for paper dropped off as quickly as press- 
ing demands were filled. It is quite evident that buyers, 
whether jobbers or consumers, are inclined to think that 
prices are likely to be lower during the next sixty days 
and are governing themselves accordingly. Nothwith- 
standing the assertions of manufacturers to the contrary, 
jobbers claim that there is a weakening tendency in the 
market, especially on book papers. The reported closing 
down of the book paper mills of the Wesé is pointed to 
as an evidence of the falling off in consumption and the 
probability of lower prices. 

While a fractional decline from full market prices may 
be quoted by some manufacturers short of orders, there 
are mills that are not yet obliged to shave their figures, 
so favorably are they situated in respect to quality of paper 
and orders on hand. It would seem, therefore, that the 
break in the market on book paper, so far as reported, 
cannot be general, but is confined to certain mills seeking 
orders under unfavorable conditions. 

Paper mill supplies, outside of rags and kindred lines of 
raw materials, still hold up in price. Sulphite fibre shows 
no falling off in price. Soda pulp is still strong at ruling 
quotations and ground wood pulp is likely to rule high for 
some time owing to the limited supply and the heavy de- 
mand.

Conditions Good in Chicago.

Prices are being maintained pretty well except on book 
papers, which have been a shade off, but it is expected that 
the action of the Western book paper manufacturers, who 
met here on Thursday, will have a very decided tendency 
toward the stiffening of prices in this line. 

During the week a new price list on straw board was 
isued. It is very generally agreed that the increased ex- 
pense and difficulty in. getting straw brought about the 
change in the price list of the finished grades. Straw 
paper maker’s material is very scarce. 

The week, then, in a nutshell, shows the following condi- 
tions and events: Jobbers are rejoicing over an increase 
in country orders; book papers are in a fair way to come 
up in price, and straw board and one or two kinds of stock 
board have already materially advanced in price. M. 





Philadelphia Market Featureless.

Fox River Valley Market.

APPLETON, Wis., May 7.—Market conditions are receiv- 
ing more attention this week than for a long time pre- 
viously. News seems to be the only kind of paper for which 
the demand remains steady, and there is an outlet for all the 
print that can be made. 

There is a great deal of speculation as to what has pro- 
duced the acknowledged decrease in the demand for book 
and writing, and how long it may be expected to last. 
Opinions are divided. Some men in the trade believe the 
condition is temporary and need occasion no apprehen- 
sion. Others point to the strange state of things in the 
iron and steel trade, the admitted leader of American in- 
dustries, and are disposed to think that prices all along 
the line of American manufactures have been forced by 
unprecedented demand to an abnormally high level until 
they have reached a point at which the people prefer not 
to buy, indispensable requirements having been satisfied. 
Business in the East is reported to be somewhat better 
than in the West. If it is true, as has frequently been the 
case in the past, that the West is the first to feel changes 
in the temper of the market, be they up or down, it is 
possible that the Eastern mills will soon be imitating their 
Western brethren. Fox RIVER. 





Prices Firm at Watertown.

Miami Valley Conditions Improved.

THE FOREIGN PAPER TRADE. 


Prices Still Tend Upward—Cry for Pulp Heard Everywhere 
—Coal Question Again Urgent—Meeting of the 
Paper Makers’ Association. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpon, May 1.—Just as with you the prices of one 
product after another in the paper trade are going up. An- 
other advance in the price of straw boards is announced 
and further advances are predicted in the near future. The 
price of straw paper has also been marked up. The prin- 
cipal cause in both cases is the scarcity of straw. Here, 
as in America, there is a shortage of nearly all the raw 
materials of paper making. 

From all over Europe comes the cry of “Pulp! More 
pulp!” But where is it to come from? Norway’s supply 
is sold for almost the entire year. The United States is a 
buyer instead of a seller. Canada, in spite of much vaunt- 
ing during the last few months, seems to have very little 
to spare. And on the Continent the scarcity is becoming 
acute. The latest outcry comes from Austria, where the 
price of paper was sharply advanced last month. The 
ancient Israelites could not make bricks without straw, and 
the modern paper maker cannot make paper without pulp, 
but where is the pulp to come from? That is now the 
important question in the trade. 

Next to this is the coal question, which has again become 
urgent. Quite a scare has just been created by the an- 
nouncement that many of the leading coal mine owners 
intend to raise the price of coal by 50 per cent. on new 
contracts, especially to the railways and other big con- 
sumers. This would mean higher freight tolls, and these 
in turn would mean higher prices all along the line. News- 
papers, for example, will have to pay more for their paper, 
householders for their gas, and manufacturers generally 
for their fuel. Talk is trickling across the Atlantic about 
lower prices for paper in your market, but it is difficult 
to see how any recession in prices can be looked for here 
or on the Continent. In fact, it is not easy to see how 
further advances can be avoided. Another summer of 
drought in. Norway and Sweden would mean a real pulp 
famine, and if that should happen there is uo telling where 
prices would go. 

The local pulp and paper market is quiet, but firm. The 
supply of ground wood pulp from Scandinavia has been 
affected these last two weeks by inadequate water power 
at some of the mills. Sulphite and soda pulps are scare, 
with a tendency to higher prices. 

As a rule our paper mills seldom suffer from serious 
fires, but several bad ones have lately occurred. Last week 
the Team Valley Paper Mill, at Gateshead-on-Tyne, had 
a lot of its machinery badly damaged by an obstinate fire 
that gutted the central block of buildings. Two days 
afterward the well-known Shotley Grove Paper Mills, in 
the same county, suffered the loss of the dusting house 
and a warehouse containing large stocks of esparto. 
Fortunately the paper making plant proper escaped with 
slight damage. BRITON.

Pulp Wood Buying Consolidated. 


Four Philadelphia Houses Pool Their Issues—All the Pulp 
Wood for Their Mills to Be Purchased 
by One Buyer. 











PHILADELPHIA, May 8.—The Martin & William H. 
Nixon Paper Company, the Elk Paper Company, the Jes- 
sup & Moore Paper Company and Robert Hamilton have 
united their wood pulp interests and are now all repre- 
sented by one buyer located in Virginia. The Dill & Col- 
lins Company is the only independent purchaser in addi- 
tion. 

On behalf of Dill & Collins it was stated to-day that 
while the reports received by them indicated that pulp 
wood had been comparatively scarce throughout the coun- 
try, many mills having to purchase it with the bark on, 
they themselves had no trouble, for the reason that large 
contracts had been made which insured them a supply that 
was ample for their needs and would continue until the 
new wood came in. 

A representative of one of the other firms said: “There 
exists among us no combination or trust, but simply a 
union of interest. We found that it was for our mutual 
interests to purchase wood in a united effort and at a 
common price. There has been a scarcity of pulp, but the 
indications for next year’s supply are very good. Usually 
the new wood does not come in until late in June or early 
in July, but this year the sap has run early and we hope to 
secure new pulp wood by the first of June. Reports re- 
ceived by us indicate that good poplar pulp wood is in 
ample supply on the stump, and there would exist no un- 
certainty as to prices were it not for the uncertain position 
of labor. Cutters prefer to be employed in getting out rail- 
road ties, and activity in this line means a scarcity of hands 
and higher prices for the pulp consumers. The indications 
are that the railroad companies will be in the market for 
large quantities of ties. It would seem, therefore, that al- 
though the supply was ample, prices for next year will be 
comparatively well maintained. It is too early, however, 
to make definite statements.” E. R. G. 


Suit Over Pulp Wood Agreement. 

E. T. English, of Toronto, Canada, is suing the Dia- 
mond Paper Company, of Anderson, Ind., to enforce 
specific performance of an agreement whereby, it is al- 
leged, the company agreed to buy certain pulp wood 
timber licenses, covering parts of the townships of Robin- 
son and Dawson, on Manitoulin Island, the consideration 
being $15,000, of which amount $5,000 was paid into the 
Dominion Bank here as a deposit. Now Mr. English 
claims that the company is trying to get free from the 
agreement, and last week he obtained an interim injunc- 
tion from Chief Justice Armour restraining the defendants 
from withdrawing its deposit from the bank.

The paper mill and the new part of the plant were not 
injured, but the company will be crippled in the produc- 
tion of paper because of lack of pulp. The company had 
just undertaken to help out the E. B. Eddy Company, of 
Hull, whose mill has just been burned, and this fire will 
cause an additional inconvenience to consumers dependent 
on these mills. It is said that one contract to be filled 
is for the London, England, Chronicle. 

The loss is estimated at $80,000 to $100,000, and is covered 
by insurance. The company had a capacity of 80,v00 
pounds a day of manila and news, 70,000 pounds of wood 
pulp board, 240,000 pounds of ground wood and 140,000 
pounds of chemical fibre.

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THE SULPHITE MARKET. 


The Effect of Recent Events—Buyers Insist That Prices 
Have Been Shaded—Makers Say That It Has 
Only Been on Special Orders. 








The sulphite market is said to have been stiffened con- 
siderably by recent events. The destruction of the sulphite 
plant of the Laurentide Pulp Company has been an im- 
portant factor in this respect. That company turned out 
about 75 tons of sulphite daily. Of this amount a large part 
was used in the manufacture of paper by the Laurentide. 
The surplus was sold on the market, a large quantity of it 
coming to the States on contracts. As the plant cannot be 
in operation for some little time, many paper manufac- 
turers here are now scurrying around to make good the 
deficiency in their present supplies. The demand from 
foreign buyers has also increased within the past few weeks. 

In order to further harden the domestic market, it is re- 
ported that the advisability of accepting some of these 
profferred contracts has been discussed. In order to do 
it successfully the sulphite manufacturers realize that they 
must go to the additional expense of preparing their ship- 
ments to suit the foreign trade. This, for some markets, 
consists in cutting and perforating the sheets. The ma- 
chinery for doing this has been estimated to cost some- 
thing less than $1,000. To offset this outlay it is claimed 
that there would be very little profit in shipping abroad, 
as. the quotations ruling on the other side are not as high as 
at home. Still the argument is made that it would pay in 
the long run for the sulphite men to dispose of whatever 
surplus they may have at the comparatively low figures 
offered by the English dealers. By doing this it is 
claimed that they could then hold up the price on their 
domestic trade. 

Concerning the demand and prices for sulphite there has 
been some discussion in the local market recently. A num- 
ber of large buyers of sulphite have been insisting for a 
few weeks past that the market was off on that commodity. 
They say that they have closed contracts with sulphite man- 
ufacturers since their last meeting at figures under the 
prices agreed upon by the nominal association of sulphite 
men. On the other hand the large handlers of sulphite in 
this market say that if any concessions have been made they 
are very slight, and that such alleged shading was done to 
close very desirable contracts with old customers. The fact 
that large consumers are at present holding off from mak- 
ing contracts is given as an additional reason for the al- 
leged concessions, presuming that such have been made. 


Timber Land and Pulp Wood in Litigation. 


(From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Avpany, N. Y., May 8—An interesting litigation in 
which the International Paper Company is one of many 
defendants, and in which a widow sues to recover’ her 
dower rights, has just come to light. The property in 
question involves valuable Adirondack timber land and 
quantities of pulp wood. This is the story in a nutshell: 
Twenty years ago Christopher F. Norton died at Platts- 
burg. At the time of his death he was the owner of large 
tracts of land in Franklin, Clinton and Essex counties. 
Since then these acres of the forest have been cut up and 
taken possession of by a number of corporations and in- 
dividuals and improved. 

Now what promises to be an interesting and lengthy 
litigation has been started by the widow, Charlotte M. 
Norton, who sues to recover her dower right in the estate 
of her husband. Mrs. Norton has begun thirty different 
actions and the attorneys have filed the necessary papers 
in offices of the county clerks where the land in question is 
situated. The defendants include the Ampersand Hotel 
Company, Algonquin Hotel Company, Paul Smjth Hotel 
Company, International Paper Company, Chatedtigay Ore 
and Iron Company, Saranac Lake Light, Heat and Power 
Company, the railroad companies passing through the 
property in litigation and a number of individuals. Be- 
tween 115,000 and 120,000 acres of land are involved, and 
it is estimated that the dower right amounts to $120,000. 
It was necessary to file the papers before the expiration 
of the twenty years since the original owner’s death.

Saturday last, the first Saturday in May, started the early 
closing season with the local paper jobbing trade, when all 
firms closed their doors at 1 o'clock. That fact is an evi- 
dence of the dawn of the usual summer dullness and of the 
Vacation season, 

The 7:45 train last night for Bangor, Me., carried a party 
of eighteen directors and stockholders of the Howland 
Pulp Company to the company’s mills at Howland, Me. 
The party occupied special cars, parlor and dining cars, and 
went through without change direct to the side track along- 
side the mill, making their quarters in the cars while at 
Howland, and returning on Wednesday. 

The company has made quite a number of improvements 
in its plant of late, which the directors went to inspect. A 
new brick building has been erected, in which was set up a 
few weeks ago a paper machine, minus the Fourdrinier 
part, for drying the pulp. It is a 112 inch machine, built by 
the Rice, Barton & Fales Iron and Machine Company, of 
Worcester, Mass., and has twenty-nine 4 feet dryers. The 
company is now shipping its sulphite fibre dry, and turning 
out 40 tons a day of unbleached fibre, highest grade, for 
book, writing, high grade manila and tissues. 

Y. M. Edwards, with Chas. D. Brown & Co., this city, has 
just published a small vest pocket booklet of great value to 
board men, board manufacturers and paper box makers. 
The little publication is considered very complete by those 
having already used it. The book gives the count of any 
odd size, from 10x10 to 40x50, of which the thickness is 
known; also the reverse, if the count is known the thick- 
ness is given. This is the first publication of the kind which 
deals in fractional sizes. The tabulated figures are printed 
in red and black, the book being handsomely bound in red 
leather. Mr. Edwards supplies the trade at $3.50 a copy. 
As a pocket box board scale it has no equal, and should be 
in the hands of everyone handling box boards.

THE BOARD MARKET. 


The Decision to Shut Down Mills for a Week Commended 
—It Will Take from 5,000 to 7,000 Tons 
Out of the Market. 





The agreement reached last week at Buffalo, N. Y., that 
all the mills represented in the Paper Box Board Manu- 
facturers’ Association should close down for a week was 
commented on favorably by the largest handlers of boards 
in this market. These gentlemen say that the advance of $2 
per ton on straw board and the reduction of the supply of 
boards which will follow the shutting down is a very wise 
move by the board manufacturers. The scarcity and in- 
creased price of the raw straw warrant the advance made 
on that grade of boards, so they report. In addition they 
say that now news board can hold its own as against lined 
straw board, which it could not do with straw board selling 
at $30. If this action were not taken the dealers are con- 
vinced that the price of news board would have fallen off. 

The shutting down of all the board mills for a week is 
expected to stiffen the market, as it will reduce the stock 
on hand from 5,000 to 7,000 tons. This is the estimated 
output per week of all the mills. 

The outlook in the board market is now considered more 
favorable. This is the opinion of the men interested in 
the board trade. These men admit that at present there 
is very little call for boards, as the paper box makers are 
not getting much new business. This falling off in the de- 
mand from the paper box factories is considerable of a dis- 
appointment to the sellers of boards, as the season started 
off with a rush. For the past five or six weeks there has 
been a steady decline in the box trade. However, the fact 
that raw straw will continue high till July and that pulp 
wood is scarce are two factors which are counted on to 
keep up the quotations on both straw board and wood 
pulp boards. In regard to news board the prospect is that 
under the new plans now being formulated the production 
will be considerably decreased, so that present quotations 
at least will be maintained. With high prices ruling on 
the three grades of boards the manufacturers and dealers 
look for a more profitable business than they would have 
if quotations returned to the low level which prevailed a 
year ago. At that time low prices and severe competition 
hurt the board business.

The Chicago Inter-Ocean Wins. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Cuicaco, May 7.—Judge Dunne of the Circuit Court 
to-day entered the final decree in the suit of the Inter- 
Ocean Publishing Company against the Associated Press. 
The Court grants to the complainant the restoration of the 
service of the Associated Press and removes the ban of 
suspension under the by-law of the Associated Press which 
prohibits subscribers in the association from receiving 
news from or furnishing news to any person or corpora- 
tion declared antagonistic to the Associated Press. 

The decree finds that the Associated Press “is a corpo- 
ration engaged in business upon which a public interest is 
engrafted, and that it can make no distinction with persons 
who wish to purchase information and news for purposes 
of publication.” It also finds that article 11, Section 8, of 
the by-laws of the Associated Press, forbidding the ex- 
change of news by members with associations or newspa- 
pers declared by the board of directors of the Associated 
Press to be antagonistic, “is not required for the corporate 
purposes nor included within the purposes of the creation 
of said corporation, and tends to restrict competition; that 
the tendency of said by-law is to create a monopoly in 
favor of the Associated Press, and that such by-law is 
illegal and void, and that all other by-laws, rules and regu- 
lations of the Associated Press and all provisions of the 
contract existing between it and the Inter-Ocean in so far 
as they may tend to strengthen, confirm, or carry out the 
provision of Article 11, Section 8, of the by-laws, are 
Ulegal and void.” 

The decree further finds that the existing contract, ex- 
cept in so far as it sought to carry out the provisions of 
Article 11, Section 8, of the by-laws, is a valid and specific 
contract, and is of the same force and effect as though the 
provision carrying out the invalid by-law had not been in- 
corporated. It was therefore decreed that the above pro- 
visions in the contract and in the by-laws be declared 
illegal, null and void, and hold for naught, and that the 
Associated Press, its officers, attorneys, agents, servants, 
and employees be enjoined from suspending the Inter- 
Ocean from its membership or from refusing to give it 
news as required by its contract with the illegal provision 
eliminated. It is further decreed that the Inter-Ocean re- 
cover from the Associated Press its costs.

At a meeting of the North Carolina. Pine Association, 
held at Norfolk, Va., last week, it was decided to shut 
down the pine mills two days a week. The spruce men 
have agreed to reduce their product one-half. 

F. A. Flinn, paper dealer, 32 Beekman street, New 
York, this week issued a handsome sample book of bonds 
and linens. The book is gotten up in excellent style, and 
is just such an one as the stationer and printer needs in 
his business. 

The Pittsburg Wall Paper Company, New Brighton, 
Pa., is in the market for next season’s supply of hanging. 
It will need about 5,000 tons, and hanging manufactur- 
ers are invited to correspond with the company in regard 
to the matter. 

There have been received in the Philippines 392.000 
bales of hemp since January 1, this year, as against 228,000 
bales in the corresponding period in 1899. Only 47,000 
bales, however, have been shipped to the United States 
this year, as against 100,000 bales in the same time last 
year. 

The clerical force of the International Paper Company 
has organized a_ baseball club, which desires to book 
games for Saturdays and holidays.

Engineer Perkins, of the State Board of Works of Ohio, 
has completed an inspection of the Miami and Erie Canal 
between Dayton and Cincinnati this week with a view of 
making extensive improvements which will be of un- 
doubted advantage to paper makers and stock men. The 


‘ canal will also be dredged. Experiments looking to the 


establishment of electrical freight transportation on this 
canal will be conducted shortly as well. New locks will 
be built at different points on the southern end of the 
waterway and the canal system generally improved. 


The Coburn-Ballard Company is hindered somewhat 
with its proposed new paper box and novelty factory, be- 
cause of its inability to get the machinery required. Nearly 
all of the machines used are of a special design and must 
be manufactured to order expressly for the business. The 
firm which has the order is crowded with business, and it 
may be some time before the machines are ready for de- 
livery. Some of the equipment has arrived and one ma- 
chine has been set up and is being tested at Herrings. The 
location of the plant has not yet been finally determined. 
If a better site is not at hand it will probably be erected 
on the Island Paper Company’s property on Tannery 
Island, N. Y.

COLORING ON THE MACHINE. 


Ludwig Holub, an Austrian, Takes Out a Patent for Such 
a Method—The Paper Can Be Colored at the Wet 
Cylinders or on the Dryers. 


Ludwig Holub, an Austrian manufacturer, has patented 
a method of coloring paper, in which the color is applied 
on the paper making machine, either on the first or sec- 
ond wet cylinders, while the paper is wet, on the dryers 
when the paper is almost dry, or to the finished paper. 

The apparatus used in the first case consists essentially 
of two pressure cylinders, between which is guided the 
paper on an endless, adjustable felt band. The upper cyl- 


inder is provided with two scrapers or blades and pivoted | 


about horizontal axes, of which scrapers one is so mount- 
ed, say on a horizontal axis, and provided with a counter- 
weight tending to press its lower edge against thé cylinder 
that it will not allow any liquid to pass between it and the 
cylinder, while the other pivoted scraper can be quickly 
and easily adjusted in position by means of- screws or 
counter-weights, springs or the like. The coloring or 
other liquid is arranged between these scrapers, which are 
provided at the ends of the cylinders with closed sides, 
which liquid passes between the adjusted scraper and the 
cylinder on the paper beneath. The liquid is stored. up, 
for the purpose of obtaining a more uniform solution, in a 
mixing vessel placed at a level higher than that of the ap- 
paratus, from -which reservoir the liquid passes through a 
pipe provided with a cock to the top of the cylinder be- 
tween the scrapers, a float valve regulating the quantity 
and pressure of the liquid supply. The introduction of the 
liquid between the scrapers is obtained by means of tubes, 
which discharge the liquid either from both ends or over 
the whole surface through small perforations or in sprays. 

In case the device cannot be applied to the wet press of 
a paper machine, owing to some local or structural reason, 
it may be adapted, for instance, to the dry cylinder of the 
paper machine. The arrangement of the device in this 


case is the same as in the case of the wet press, i. e., by 
means of short felt band and scrapers. When the paper is 
fed’in from above by means of three cylinders the latter 
serve the purpose of keeping the track of the paper in the 
direction of the cylinders, the scrapers being arranged in 
such case on the uppermost cylinder, for the purpose of 
enabling the latter to apply liquid to the paper passing be- 
tween the uppermost and middle cylinders; for if the liquid 
were applied to the hot cylinder it would evaporate, in 
consequence of which the paper would not be colored, and 
altogether the required effect would not be obtained. The 
scraper device between which the liquid is retained is ar- 
ranged on the upper cylinder as described in the first case. 

If it is intended to pass the paper as a finished article 
through one of these operations, then a special press is 
necessary, although the scraper.device is arranged as in 
the two cases previously described. 

It is claimed that by introducing the adjustable liquid 
feed device the apparatus may be adapted to any paper 
machine or auxiliary machine. In the rag engine the ques- 
tion of water is of great importance, which is not the case 
in the present invention. Another advantage is said to be 
great simplicity as compared with the apparatus hitherto 
in use, in consequence of which the transport of paper 
rolls from one machine to another, the unloading of the 
rolls and the many other incidental operations, as well as 
the waste produced thereby, are avoided. 

The patentee points out that by the use of the present in- 
vention the paper so dyed is absolutely smooth, owing to 
the fibres all being forced to take up the same quantity of 
color, a condition which cannot be obtained by the old op- 
eration in the rag engine, owing to the different quality of 
the fibres and owing to the different degree of capilarity, 
i. e., power of absorption. Treated according to this proc- 
ess, the fibres can only absorb an amount, according to 
the uniform distribution, they are allowed to absorb. 
Owing to this simple arrangement, which can be applied 
without difficulty or loss of time to any of the existing 
paper machines, the manufacturer is in a position to carry 
out even the smallest orders, sometimes not exceeding a 
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quarter of a roll, thus economizing the surplus quantity 
which if the treatment were made in a rag engine would 
represent so much loss. The dyeing of paper treated by 
means of this apparatus is very easy, and shading of colors 
can be effected with great exactness by a more or less con- 
centrated liquid, which is proportionately used. 


Increased Paper Prices in France. 


Robert P. Skinner, United States consul at Marseilles, 
sends to the State Department a circular letter to the 
trade recently issued by Moullot Fils Ainé, which he 
describes as the largest printing and stationery concern 
in France. The letter is of interest as showing the present 
state of the paper and stationery business in France. It is 
as follows: 

Dear S1r—Our industry is at this moment passing 
through an unprecedented crisis. 

As you have learned through the medium of the news- 
papers, and as will be seen from a perusal of the annexed 
circulars, the increase in price which has affected all raw 
materials—wood pulp, rags, coals, metals, chemical pro- 
ducts, &c.—has caused considerable advance on all our 
products. 

In spite of these successive advances, which in some 
cases have reached 20 per cent., and even 25 per cent., on 
the value of the goods, we are not only threatened with 
further rises, but also with an actual scarcity of papers. 

Indeed, in consequence of the want of certain raw ma- 
terials of which we have spoken above, notably rags and 
wood pulp, all paper manufacturers, both in France and 
abroad, are late in their consignments. This situation 
renders it necesary—instead of delivering immediately, as 
heretofore—to request delays of three to four months, 
without binding ourselves, for all new orders received. 

Thanks to the very large stocks which we have in our 
depots and to the important purchases with our makers at 
the old rates, we have been able up to the present to readily 
meet the demands of all our clients without increase of 
price. But the situation of the market is daily more dif- 
ficult. We shall be obliged at a very early date to modify 
in our turn conditions of sale, and even in some cases to 
refuse orders for delivery on a fixed date. | 

We cannot too often repeat that the present advances 
and the difficulty of obtaining supplies can only be accen- 
tuated for a period the duration of which we cannot fore- 
see, but which will certainly extend to the year 1902.

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CANADIAN TRADE NEWS. 


The Newspaper Publishers and Their Request for a Sus- 
pension of the Duty on News—Strike 
at Sturgeon Falls, 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Toronto, May 7.—It is reported here that it has been 
announced in New York that an order-in-Council has been 
passed by the Canadian Government removing the duty 
on paper. Some of the publishers have been advocating 
such action since the formation of the Paper Manufac- 
turers’ Association. Yet the order-in-Council, possible 
under our anti-combination laws, has not yet been passed. 
I understand that the whole matter will be discussed at a 
meeting of the executive committee of the Canadian Press 
Association to be held in this city early in June. The fact 
that the largest, or at least the second largest, paper mill 
in Canada has been destroyed and that paper is scarce 
might “assist” the publishers were they to come out openly 
and advocate the temporary removal of the paper duties. 
But the Canadian publishers are too much tied up with 
party politics to do anything to defend themselves. The 
Canadian Press Association is one of the most helpless 
of associations when vital questions are up for discussion. 
When newspaper postage was imposed a year or so ago 
it showed how impotent it could be. The paper manufac- 
turers do not need to fear the publishers. There will be 
no order-in-Council removing the duty on paper. 

Mr. Clerque, of Sault Ste. Marie, as THe Paper TRADE 
JourNaL has before pointed out, has gone in for railroad 
building. He has secured a charter for the Algoma Cen- 
tral Railway and a grant of land between 1,500,000 and 
2,000,000 acres in extent. One critic in the Legislature 
opposed the grant, advancing as an argument that if each 
acre would yield a cord of pulp wood the grant was equal 
to $37,000 cash per mile. The grant is 7,400 acres per 
mile. The bill passed, however, by a majority of 46 to 39. 

A number of the members of the Spanish River Pulp and 
Paper Company who were given a grant of lands recently 
in Ontario were in Toronto recently. Among those present

It is thought that they can develop 20,000 horse 
power on that river. The first machines will, it is expected, 
be in operation by next spring. 

Two hundred and fifty men engaged on the buildings in 
course of construction for the Imperial Pulp Company, or 
Edward Lloyds, Limited, at Sturgeon Falls, Ont., have 
struck for higher wages. It is said that the action of the 
men will affect the settlement of the agreement between the 
Imperial Company and the Lloyds. The manager of the 
Imperial is now in England endeavoring to persuade the 
Lloyds that the transaction was all that could be desired. 
I have already informed you that there is a rumor that the 
Lloyds are dissatisfied, and that they will endeavor to break 
the agreement and recover their cash deposit. Econ. 


The Cutting of Spruce. 


A. M. Carter, who is connected with the Berlin Mills 
Company, Berlin, N. H., has been interviewed by the 
Augusta Journal as to Maine timber lands. Speaking of 
spruce, he said: 

“The spruce grows so slowly that it does not pay, all 
things taken into consideration, to leave the smaller trees 
and wait for them to grow up, but rather it is of advantage 
to the operator to cut everything on the lot. When a 
man invests in a timber tract and cuts only the larger 
trees he has so much money invested in the tract which he 
has not taken out by cutting only the larger trees. The 
interest on this money invested increases much more rap- 
idly than does the value of the timber by being allowed 
to grow. For that reason I advocate cutting everything 
on the lot that can be taken out to advantage. 

“Lumbermen now figure that 5 per cent. of the timber 
is destroyed by forest fires, while one-half of one per cent. 
of the timber on the lot is lost by storms. This may seem 
very large, but when a tree is blown down it is a complete 
loss, as there is no possible way by which it may be taken 
out to advantage.

“It is not possible for the operators to pay more than 
one-half of the value of the stumpage for a lot and expect 
to make anything out of the property unless it is favorably 
situated, as the expense of cutting, getting to the streams 
and driving will eat up enough of the prospective profits 
to make the operator work at a loss if he pays more than 
that amount. 

“Regarding the number of fires and their increase in the 
State it is my experience that there is a much smaller loss 
now than a few years ago. Then no one seemed to have 
any particular interest in the timber lands and very little 
regard was paid to the fires which often did great damage. 
Now the owners of the timber lands have their own fire 
wardens, whose sole duty is to see that forest fires are not 
started, and if they are started to see that they are extin- 
guished before damage is done.”

Iodine in Testing Paper and Pulp—The Various Ways in 
Which It Is Used—Suggestions of Value to 
Paper Mill Men. 





The article of which the following is a continuation 
and which was published in THE Parer TRADE JOURNAL 
last week, treated of the use of iodine in detecting starch, 
in testing pulp during bleaching operations, and in the de- 
termination of available chlorine in bleaching powder. 
The following sections discuss it as a reagent in the mi- 
croscopic examination of papers, in estimating ground 
wood and for use in the examination of written docu- 
ments for the disclosure of any erasures. 





Microscopic Analysis—As a reagent for the micro- 
scopical examination of papers and fibres iodine has long 
been known, and the methods of using it are famil- 
iar to many. Certain fibres take on a characteristic color 
when treated with a solution of iodine under suitable con- 
ditions, and it is therefore possible to differentiate a mix- 
ture of two or more of these by iodine. If it is necessary 
to examine a sheet of paper in order to determine whether 
certain fibres are present, the procedure is as follows: The 
paper is torn up, only a small piece being required, and 
gently warmed in a weak solution of caustic soda to re- 
move the size, and the pulpy mass, well washed with warm 
water, macerated very gently in a mortar just enough to 
separate the fibres. 

This preliminary treatment is the usual mode of prepar- 
ing the paper for the microscope, and when a small quan- 
tity of the pulp has been placed on'the glass slide, the 
superfluous moisture is taken off carefully with a strip 
of blotting paper pressed down on the pulp. Sufficient 
iodine solution is then added by means of a pipette, or a 
glass tube, so that the bundle of fibres is thoroughly mois- 
tened with it, and this is allowed to soak in. The cover 
glass is put on in the orthodox manver and the slide ex- 
amined. Without going into any further details, which 
belong to a more complete description of microscopic 
work in relation to paper maker's testing, it is enough 
to say that the characteristic colorations given by a solu- 
tion of iodine applied in this manner are easy to discrimi- 
nate. 





Fibres which are colored a distinct brown are cotton, 
linen and hemp. 

Fibres which take on a bright yellow color are me- 
chanical wood pulp and jute. 

Fibres which are not affected by the test reagent are 
chemical wood pulp, esparto and straw. 

In this test for the nature of the fibres the strength of 
the solution is a matter of some importance, as the results 
are apt to be masked if the test liquid is to be concentrated 
In this case the fibres, which should not be colored, such 
as esparto and straw, sometimes appear yellow, not be- 
cause they become colored, but because the solution itself 
renders them apparently that color. This can sometimes 
be avoided by draining off the excess of reagent from the 
glass slide, but it is better to use a solution of a convenient 
strength. 

The following proportions can be taken for general use: 

Iodine, 2 grams. 

Potassium iodide, 1% grams. 

Glycerine, 2 grams. 

Distilled water, 100 cubic centimetres. 

It is possible that some workers would prefer a stronger 
solution than this, in which case it is easy to add a larger 
proportion of iodine. 

The structural characteristics of the fibres are much 
more clearly brought out with a solution of moderate 
strength, and this feature of microscopic examination is 
often of greater importance than the mere coloration. 
Those investigators who are not accustomed to using 
iodine in this respect are advised to make some prelimi- 
nary trials, and to determine what strength of solution is 
best suited for their work. 

The differentiation of the fibres may be still more ac- 
centuated by the use of sulphuric acid after the addition of 
iodine, but for this method of manipulation the proper 
text books should be consulted. 

Estimation of Mechanical Wood.—In connection with 
this subject of the effect of iodine on pulps and celluloses 
may be mentioned a plan for the quantitative estimation of 
mechanical wood pulp in paper suggested by Cross and 
Bevan. They have proposed a method for determining the 
percentage of ground wood in paper, based on the absorp- 
tion of iodine in definite proportions by wood in a finely 
divided state, under strictly regulated conditions. The 


paper is reduced to a fine pulp by any suitable means, and 
is left in contact with a measured quantity of a standard so- 
lution of iodine in potassium iodide. 


After the lapse of 


twenty-four hours the amount of free iodine left in solu- 
tion is accurately determined by titration with a standard 
solution of sodium thiosulphate, which being deducted 
from the amount originally taken indicates the amount ab- 
sorbed by the wood. This quantity corresponds to a defi- 
nite amount of mechanical wood pulp, so that it is possible 
to measure the percentage present. Like most of the vari- 
ous methods for the quantitative estimation of ground 
wood in paper, this method requires considerable care and 
skill to produce satisfactory results, and it is therefore 
safest to leave such analysis in the hands of competent 
men. 

Estimation of Sulphurous Acid.—Another laboratory use 
of iodine compounds is that involved in the control of the 
various methods for the manufacture of sulphite pulp. The 
estimation of sulphurous acid in the liquors is carried out 
by means of a standard solution of iodine in potassium 
iodide. The procedure briefly is as follows: An exactly 
measured quantity, 2 cc., is placed in a flask and diluted 
with water; a few drops of thin starch paste are added, 
and the standard solution of iodine run in until the entire 
liquid suddenly changes from white to a permanent blue, 
at the addition of a single drop in excess. Practice is 
needed to attain the proper neutralizing point, but the 
change is sharp, and one drop in excess of that required 
to combine with the free acid is sufficient to produce a per- 
manent blue color. * 

This illustration serves to show that iodine compounds 
can be used as standard solutions or as simply test re- 
agents. It is in the latter form that they prove acceptable 
to paper makers, seeing that no special knowledge is re- 
quired in the manipulation. 

Erasures on Paper.—An exceedingly ingenious and use- 
ful application of iodine was suggested some years ago for 
testing the surface of paper with the view of finding out 
whether it has been wetted unequally after manufacture, or 
if the surface had been rubbed, details which would, no 
doubt, be serviceable in the examination of written charac- 
ters and documents. From the accounts published at the 
time it seemed possible to detect erasures on the paper by 
exposing it to the vapor of iodine. The erased surfaces 
assume a yellow brown or brownish tint. If after being 
subjected to the action of the iodine vapor, the paper on 
which an erasure has been made is wet, it becomes of a 
blue color, the intensity of which is dependent on the time 
cf exposure, and when the vapor is again dried the erased 
portions are more-or less darker than the rest of the sheet.

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Shutdown of the Book Mills. 

For several years the book paper market, of all those 
of the trade, has been the most. sensitive to adverse influ- 
ences. It has been the most easily affected, and so far as 
the Western mills are concerned the effect of recent con- 
ditions is shown in the week’s shutdown ordered by the 
meeting of manufacturers held in Chicago last week. That 
shutdown is now in force. 

Last year when the general paper market became more 
active and prices advanced, the book division shared in 
the benefits. Prices on book grades increased materially 
and the foundation for this was apparently sure because 
of the scarcity and high value of soda fibre, which was 
and is yet difficult to get. To be sure, there are some new 
soda fibre mills being built, but as yet they have not be- 
gun operation and their product is therefore not a factor 
in the market at present. 

The Government always secures its paper at a figure 
less than that paid by private consumers,,and when the 
proposals for this year’s supply were opened it was seen 
that the price quotations, while showing an advance over 
those of last year, were considerably less than those rul- 
ing in the open market at the time of the competition. 
Buyers considered that these figures were an indication 
that the course of the market would be downward, and 
taking their cue accordingly they restricted their buying, 
the result being that trade has gradually fallen off. 

Many mills are yet very busy. Some are behind their 
orders, and as a rule the makers of standard grades have 
not yielded their ideas as to price. Others and perhaps 
smaller mills have shaded figures. 

The high cost of raw material does not permit of lower 
prices, argue the makers, and the Western men, who ap- 
parently have felt the pressure of lessening demand more 
than their Eastern colaborers, have decided to take a 
week’s product out of the market. It is expected that this 
will produce a steadier tone and will enable makers to 
hold fast to present prices. We trust that it will. 





The Market for News Paper. 

It is a fact indicative of the scarcity of news paper that 
the burning of the E, B. Eddy Company’s plant at Hull, 
Canada, has caused considerable disturbance in the mar- 
ket. It shows that the statements that the consumption of 
news is more than the capacity of the mills to produce are 
well founded. The output of the Eddy mill was only 40 
tons a day, and yet the destruction of the plant has caused 
Canadian publishers in some instances to reduce the size 
of their papers and in many instances to rush into the 
market there and here in order to get supplies, while in 
order to assist them the Canadian Government has been 
asked to temporarily suspend the tariff. 

In ordinary times the elimination of 40 tons a day 
from the news market would not be particularly notewor- 
thy, nor would it cause any marked dislocation in the 
affairs of the trade. These, however, are not ordinary 
times. The demand for news paper in all the markets of 
the world is very heavy, and is taxing the ability of paper 
makers to supply it. Any lessening of mill production is 
therefore at the moment a serious item. 

The position of affairs must be comforting to those who 
are engaged in erecting new plants. They will hope that 
there will be no change, and that the output of their ma- 
chines will be taken as eagerly as is that of the machines 


now in operation. 


The Action of the Board Men. 

The box board manufacturers at their meeting in Buf- 
falo last week recognized the conditions prevailing, and 
acted promptly on the question before them. The board 
market has been in a somewhat unsettled condition, and 
of late production has more than satisfied consumptive 
demands, so that the call for goods has lessened consid- 
erably. The manufacturers met the situation by agreeing 
to shut down their mills for a week, and to advance prices 


$2 per ton on straw boards, and on other grades propor- 


tionately. The full price list as agreed upon at the meet- 
ing, and effective on and after May 2, is printed on an- 
other page. 

By this action a week’s production is taken out of the 
market, and as buying is always stimulated by a rising 


market, the outward movement of product ought to be 
more active. It is at least hoped that this will be the 
result. There are several questions in the board market 
which need settlement, but the one referred to is perhaps 
the most important. With it settled there will be more 
time available for the consideration of the others. 


Forest fires are starting upon their destructive work 
early this year. Already there have come to hand reports 
of devastations in Michigan, Wisconsin, Maryland, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Virginia, West Virginia 
and other States, and the losses measured in money have 
reached a large figure. Some of these fires are of incendi-. 
ary origin and others are due to carelessness. Probably’ 
many of them cannot be prevented, but it is certain that 
with the increased attention that is being given to the sub- 
ject of forestry there should be developed some system by 
the operation of which the yearly losses may be greatly re- 
duced. The forest fire waste annually reaches enormous 
figures, and the reduction of this loss to a minimum would 
be a substantial benefit to the lumber and pulp industries, 
as well as to the people at large. 


Already there are symptoms of anxiety on the part of 
paper and pulp manufacturers as to the water supply this 
summer, and a feeling prevails that the experience of last 
summer may be repeated. The spring freshets did not 
bring down an overwhelming amount of water, and the 
question now is whether there is yet more to come, and is 
it of such a quantity and in such a condition as to keep 
streams up, so as to furnish the normal amount of power? 
There is considerable speculation on the subject. Should 
we have another extremely dry season, as last year, the 
effect on the market will probably be similar to that then 
witnessed, only the prices in some lines would show a still 
larger increase than they did then. 


Following close upon the fire which almost wholly 
wiped out the plant of the E. B. Eddy Company at Hull, 
Canada, comes that which has destroyed the pulp depart- 
ment of the Laurentide Pulp Company at Grande Mere. 
The latter company started in to help the former in car- 
ing for its customers, but this disaster cripples it so that 
for a time at least it cannot care for even its own patrons. 
Its paper making department is intact, but its operations 
will be restricted by inability to obtain raw material in 
sufficient quantities This second fire will add to the flut- 
ter in the Canadian paper market caused by the Eddy 
catastrophe. 


If one were to put faith in many of the statements made 
nowadays he would believe that this is the only country 
in which the “trust” form of doing business is prevalent. 
This, of course, is not so. The “trust” method is being 
used in almost all countries, and United States Consul 
Donzelmann, at Prague, says that in Austria the prevail- 
ing tendency is to form trusts in every branch of industry, 
one of the latest being in the paper trade, whereby the 
price was advanced 25 per cent. Evidently United States 
manufacturers are not the only ones who seek advantages 
in combinations. 


It appears that the announcement that the Canadian 
authorities had agreed to suspend their tariff laws tem- 
porarily in order to assist publishers, whose supply of 
paper had been cut off by the burning of the Eddy and 
Laurentide plants, was premature. The publishers asked 
that it be done, but the powers that be have decided to 
refuse the request, as will be seen from a dispatch from our 
Quebec correspondent, which is printed on another page. 
If the Canadian publishers want United States paper, they 
will have to pay the existing rate of duty on it. 


The fire record in the paper industry has been growing 

t a rapid pace, and two Canadian and three United States 
mills have been added to the list in the last two weeks. 
Of late years the trade has been fortunate in establishing 
rather an excellent character in the matter of freedom 
from fires, but if the performances of the last half month 
are to be continued it will rapidly lose caste in insurance 
circles. 

The coal supply is not in as satisfactory a condition as 
could be desired, and there are complaints in some sec- 
tions that this article of fuel yet rules at too high a figure, 
while our Miami correspondent reports that in that valley 
there is not an abundance of it. If coal should take an- 
other turn upward manufacturers would see in that fact 
another substantial reason why they should not ease off 
the prices of their mill product. 


The tendency to “pool issues” in the way of buying is 
illustrated this week by a number of Philadelphia con- 
cerns who have placed the securing of their wood supply 
in the hands of one person. The purchase of large quan- 
tities always secures increased advantages in oe way of 
price.

During the six- 
ties Mr. Murphy and his partner bought the State Gazette, 
the former becoming the sole owner of the paper in 1875. 

SHEPARD B. MARKLE. 

Shepard B. Markle died at his home at Millgrove, near 
West Newton, Pa., May 5, aged fifty-six. In 1870 the de- 
ceased became associated with his father and brother, Capt. 
C. C. Markle, under the firm name C. P. Markle & Sons, 
in the manufacture of paper, the production of coke, rais- 
ing of stock and farming generally.

Business Troubles. 


Justice Andrews, of the Supreme Court, has granted 
leave to William J. Arkell, receiver of the Judge Publishing 
Company, New York, to divide the assets pro rata among 
the creditors. The amount realized from the sale of the 
assets was $997. The expenses, $122, left $847, less the fees, 
for division among two creditors, who filed claims for 
$273,516. 

Koerner & Hayes, lithographers, of Buffalo, N. Y., have 
filed a petition in bankruptcy, with liabilities aggregating 
$400,000. Herman T. Koerner and Charles E. Hayes have 
filed individual petitions. The firm’s assets are nominally 
about $400,000, but actually about $200,000. This action 
was brought about through the pressure brought to bear 
by two New England creditors, who refused to enter into 
any agreement or to give the firm more time. Referee 
Hotchkiss said that he thought the firm would pay about 
50 per cent. of-the claims. 

Justice Fitzgerald, of the Supreme Court, has appointed 
James J. Nealis receiver of the McGeorge Printing Com- 
pany, of 209 East Twenty-third street, New York, on the 
application of Paul Gitzendanner, who obtained a judgment 
against the company March 15 for $281 and has been un- 
able to collect. The company claimed that the plant and 
fixtures are covered by a chattel mortgage for $4,000, but 
the plaintiff believes that the mortgage is practically the 
same as one formerly on the property for $2,000. 


An Assistant Mill Manager Killed.

PHILADELPHIA, May 8.—Through an accident at the mill 
of the Philadelphia Paper Manufacturing Company, Man- 
ayunk, on Saturday, Andrew J. Smith, twenty-nine years, 
and residing at 2003 East Sterner street, was fatally in- 
jured by being caught between a freight car which had 
been thrown off its track by the shunting of other cars and 
a stone wall. Mr. Smith was pinioned to the wall, where 
he was held, all the time in great agony, until the car could 
be withdrawn. When liberated he fell unconscious to the 
floor, and though there was evident no serious external in- 
jury, he died soon after from internal hemorrhages.

J. M. Coronado, proprietor of the paper La Discusion. 
of Havana, Cuba, has just purchased a Goss printing 
press, worth $20,000, as well as other printing apparatus, 
for his publication. 

The exports of paper from the port of New York this 
week included 7,581 packages, 504 cases, 9 bundles and 13 
bales, aggregating in value $92,187. Last week similar ex- 
ports were valued at $30,493. 


American straw board is displacing the product of Ger- 
man mills in Australian printing offices, the prices being 
lower. Our houses have agents regularly touring the 
colonies and making themselves familiar with local re- 
quirements. If the particular kinds of boards wanted are 
not forthcoming sample sheets of the sorts nearest to that 
required are sent home here with a request for lowest 
quotations. 


A reputable coal dealer, of Frankfort, Germany, who 
is said to operate one of the largest chemical factories 
in that vicinity, early this month called upon American 
Vice-Consul-General Hanauer at that city, to find out the 
names of coal companies in the United States. The 
dealer said that if prices and quality of coal are suitable 
a contract for 500,000 tons for the next year’s supply 
could be secured. The dealer stated to the consul that 
coal in Germany was short this year in supplying chem- 
ical factories some 4,000,000 tons. 


Replying to a letter from a firm in New York, Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury O. L. Spaulding calls attention 
to the fact that merchandise cannot be withdrawn from 
bonded warehouse in the United States on and after May 2 
for shipment to Porto Rico under an export bond, because 
such a shipment would not constitute an exportation within 
the meaning of the laws relating to the bond and warehouse 
system. For a similar reason merchandise manufactured in 
the United States from imported materials cannot be 
shipped to Porto Rico on or after the same date and reap 
the benefit of drawback. 


Publishers Memorialize Congress. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—A delegation from the American 
Publishers’ Association presented a memorial to the Senate 
Finance Committee last week, asking that some relief be 
afforded on account of the increased price of paper. The 
delegation said the association represented 22,000 papers. 
No particular legislation was advocated. The delegation 
was received by Senator Allison, acting chairman in the 
absence of Senator Aldrich. The memorial recited that the 
price of printing paper used by newspapers has increased 
from 60 to 100 per cent. without reason or warrant to be 
found in the conditions of the industry, which was believed 
to be the working of a trust. The association appealed to 
Congress to inquire into the conditions complained of, to 
the end that suitable legislation might be provided to rem- 
edy these conditions. As newspapers are sold at a fixed 
price, the memorial declares, their publishers cannot put 
the increased cost of the paper on the consumer, and in 
many instances this increased cost means the confiscation of 
profits, and in others it creates actual loss. 

A copy of the resolution was presented by the delegation 
to the House Ways and Means Committee. 


Porto Rican Duties. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURMAL.) 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—The rates of’ duty which the 
Porto Rican will have to pay upon articles entering into 
his daily life if imported from the United States are shown 
by a statement just prepared by the Treasury Bureau of 
Statistics. It states in precise terms the actual rate of 
duty where the Dingley law names a specific rate per 
bushel, pound or yard of the article considered, while in 
cases where the law makes an “ad valorem” rate of duty, 
dependent upon the value of the goods, the price named 
is estimated at the wholesale or average export rates, 
and while it is thus below the retail price, it states fairly 
the amount of duty per pound, bushel or yard which the 
Porto Rican consumer will pay. Under the new law the 
duty on writing paper will be on each pound valued at 17 
cents, 8 mills. 

In addition to this, the entire free list of the Dingley 
law applies to Porto Rico except as to coffee. 

CAPITAL. 
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News From THE [IILLs. 


Some of the citizens of Canton, Me., are strong in the 

faith that a pulp mill will be built at Gilbertville village in 
that place this season. 
_ The Stark Paper Company, North Bennington, Vt., is 
putting in a new dam. As the water in the Walloomsac 
River is quite high, the undertaking has been attended with 
considerable difficulty 

The cylinder heads of the big engine which drives the 
machinery in the pulp mill of the Eastern Manufacturing 
Company, at South Brewer, Me., blew out, breaking them 
and otherwise damaging the engine. The accident caused 
a shutdown of the mill for some days. 

C. B. Pride has recently made a survey of a power on 
the Kalamazoo River for the Michigan Paper Company, 
located a short distance below its present plant, which it 
is thinking of improving for paper making. pwrposes. 
The power will amount to about 2,500 horse power. 

C. B. Pride last week visited the new plant of the W. 
D. Boyce Paper Company at Marseilles, Ill., and reports 
that two carloads of the paper machine parts had already 
arrived. Two 10-inch wells are being put down to secure 
water for paper making purposes as the river water is not 
clean enough. 

Workmen have commenced to remove the débris from 
the site of the Lydall & Fould paper mill, Manchester, 
Conn., which was recently burned. The boilers and ma- 
chines were not so badly damaged as was at first sup- 
posed. While the company is not prepared to announce 
its intentions, it is understood that it will rebuild on the 
old site. 

Geo. A. Whiting, of Menasha, Wis., states to THE 
PAPER TRADE JOURNAL that he has decided to postpone 
for a year the construction of the proposed sulphite plant 
on the Wisconsin River. The price of all materials is so 
high that he thinks it will be economy to wait a year. He 
is, however, contemplating the addition of a ground wood 
plant to one of his present mills, 

M. L. Stearns, one of the proprietors of the lumber mills 
at Val Morin, near Ste. Agathe, Canada, is making ar- 
rangements in connection with the water power required 
for a new pulp mill which is to be established at Ste. Adele 
on the Ste. Agathe Railway line. He says that the joint 
stock company which is to provide the capital for the pulp 


mill has been fully organized, and will be known as the 
North River Lumber and Pulp Company. The mill will 
have twelve pulp grinders, capable of turning out 60 tons 
of pulp daily. 

The West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company is having 
plans and specifications drawn up for its new brick pulp 
mill at Luke, Md. It is understood that the new building 
will be erected around the present frame structure, which 
will be torn down as soon as the new one is completed. The 
new mill will be much larger and will extend some dis- 
tance south of the present structure. 

The Kansas City Star says: “L. Newman, president 
of the Newman, Johnson Paper Company, of Allegan, 
Mich., and vice-president and manager of the Indiana 
Pulp and Paper Company, of Marion, Ind., is in Kansas 
City to look over the field with a view of establishing a 
paper manufacturing plant here that would cost $250,000 
and give employment to about 150 persons.” 

The new warehouse of the Union Bag and Paper Com- 
pany, Appleton, Wis., upon which work is about to be 
started, will be made three stories in height, instead of 
two, as at first intended. The upper floor will be used as 
a machine shop. The warehouse will have a capacity of 
a hundred million bags, and the capacity of the bag mill 
is expected to be from one and a half to two million bags 
a day. 

Among the mills that shut down their book machines 
this week in the Miami Valley were the Mead Paper Com- 
pany, Dayton, Ohio; the G. H. Friend Paper and Tablet 
Company, at West Carrollton and Hamilton; the Ohio 
Paper Company, at Miamisburg; the Levis Paper Com- 
pany, Dayton, and the Oglesby Paper Company and the 
Tytus-Gardner Paper and Manufacturing Company, Mid- 
dletown. 


The G. H. Friend Paper and Tablet Company, of West 
Carrollton, Ohio, will add to its already large power facili- 
ties a 1,500 horse power equipment, giving a 3,500 horse 
power capacity. Two large boilers are now being placed 
in the upper battery and two in the lower battery of 450 
and 300 horse power respectively. Two large new Horne 
beating engines have been placed in position as well. The 
Sterling Boiler Works of Chicago is putting in the steam 
plant. 

Forest fires have been burning fiercely in some parts of 
the northern country, and the town built up about the 
mill of the Kimberly & Clark Company, at Niagara, Wis., 
had a very narrow escape last week. It was feared that 


some of the pulp wood piles would also burn. The mill 
was shut down for one day and all the employees set to 
fighting fire. As the town was threatened, the women 
were gathered in the mill, which was considered to be the 
safest place, while the men fought the fire. As a result 
of these vigorous efforts the only damage was the burn- 
ing of a lot of cordwood. 

A company known as the Virginia Coated Paper Com- 
pany is being formed at Richmond, Va., for the establish- 
ment of a paper mill and coating plant, which will manu- 
facture enameled blotting, coated book, chromo lithograph 
and glazed papers, and also coated card and tag boards. The 
plant is to be located on the site of the Gallego corn 
mills, where the James River Falls Paper and Pulp Com- 
pany, which recently went into liquidation, had begun prep- 
arations for building. Fairfax C. Christian, who was one 
of the organizers of the former company, is at the head 
of the new enterprise, which will employ about eighty-five 
men. The minimum capital stock is to be $170,000, and a 
considerable part of this has been subscribed. The Gal- 
lego corn mills property, with its foundations, water 
rights, old brick, &c., is to be acquired at a cost ot 
$42,500, of which $30,000 is to be paid in ten year 6 per 
cent. bonds. The buildings and equipments will, it is esti- 
mated, cost not exceeding $50,000, leaving $10,000 as work- 
ing capital. 

The International Paper Company is planning to enlarge 
its sulphite making capacity in the Watertown section. 
A fortnight ago Hugh J. Chisholm, the president of the 
company, was there on a brief visit of inspection, at which 
time he looked over the present sulphite plant at Sewall’s 
Island. Two of the International’s crack experts, George 
E. Hall and Warren Curtis, Jr., examined the situation 
thoroughly, going over the present plant with a view to 
determining how best to make the enlargements contem- 
plated, which, it is stated, will have the effect of at least 
doubling the present capacity at the island. They will 
make a report and recommendations to the International 
people in regard to the work of enlargement, which it is 
desired to begin without delay. C. H. Remington, the 
manager of the local International mills, is reticent regard- 
ing plans, but it may be stated that it is doubtful if one of 
the paper mills at Sewall’s Island is converted into a sul- 
phite mill, as was at first talked. The indications are rather 
of a large addition to and more digesters for the present 
sulphite building. The plans may include the building of 
the new sulphite mill which the company has in mind for 
Glen Park.

(225) G. G. E., St. Louis, Mo. 


Question—What cheap solution can we use to water- 
proof or to make board or paper moisture-proof? We 
want the solution to dry quickly and close the pores of the 
board. It must be something other than silicate of soda. 

Answer.—Starch may be used for this purpose, but it is 


expensive and not entirely satisfactory at best. There is 
also what is termed the Mitscherlich process, whereby gel- 
atine is used in the engine. The process is as follows: 
Ordinary glue is digested with ten times its weight with 
sulphite liquor at a temperature of about 60 degrees Fah- 
renheit. The mixture should be stirred from time to time 
for several hours. It is then diluted with more liquor in 
the proportion of 50 to 1. This must be done very gradu- 
ally at the temperature of the air. The glue combines with 
the astringent material of the liquor to the extent of about 
60 per cent. of its whole weight, and is precipitated in 
flocks. The whole mixture is then allowed to stand for 
twenty-four hours, when the clear liquor is decanted from 
the precipitate and the latter mixed with about forty times 
its weight of water to the quantity of glue originally taken. 
A small quantity of chalk, or some similar substance, is 
then added to neutralize the free acid. The compound of 
glue and astringent matter goes into solution very read- 
ily, and a liquor so prepared may be added directly to the 
engine for use in size. Alum or a weak acid will cause the 
precipitation of the gelatine throughout the fibre. Casein 
size may also be used. Milk curd can be used. 


(226) M. G. K., Boston, Mass. 

Question—We are having a good deal of trouble in try- 
ing to burn barker shavings under our steam boilers. We 
have had no trouble in taking care of all the sawdust that 
is made in the wood room, but lately the boilers have been 
replaced with water tube construction, and a good deal 
of trouble has been met with as stated. In fact, with the 
new boilers as they are now arranged, it is impossible to 
keep up steam with the stated fuel. The grates are about 
30 inches from what would be the top of the combustion 
chamber. How can we remedy the matter? 

Answer.—It is evid.nt that the grate is too near to the 
boiler. There should be room in a furnace for green shav- 
ings, to admit of a portion of the fuel being seasoned while 
another portion is beng consumed. In fact, the furnace 
has to have a dry-house attachment, and that means more 
room. Make the grate lie 41 or 42 inches from the boiler. 
and then there will be room for a large body of shavings. so 
that one side of the pile may be drying while the other side 
is burning. Simply lower the grates right down to the 
distance stated, and there will probably be no more trouble 
met with in burning the barker shavings. There should. 
however, be ample provision made for the admission of air, 
that the draft may not be obstructed by the pile of shav- 
ings, which might otherwise become so thick and tight 
over the air admission that the requisite supply of air may 
be considerably reduced. In this case, the deeper furnace 
will do no better than the shallow one. 


(227) H. T. G., Appleton, Wis. 

Question—Is the reclaimer apparatus used with some 
sulphite digester plants of any real value? I am informed 
that with some of them the sulphur used per ton of pulp 
is-less than where the reclaimer is not in use. In other 
instances, I am told that much more sulphur per ton is 
necessary, and that the reclaimer merely saves enough of 
the gas to’ bring the amount of sulphur down to between 
250 and 300 pounds per ton of pulp. Will you inform me 


regarding the matter? 


Answer.—There is no need of any more sulphur being 
burned with a reclaimer than without that appliance. It is 
a profitable appliance when properly installed and oper- 
ated. With a reclaimer it is possible to recover acid of at 
least 12 degrees’ strength Beaumé, and with this stronger 
acid the regular liquor may be brought up to standard 
when from any reason it happens to be weak or otherwise 
poor. I note that in some plants it makes the difference 
of from two to four hours in the cooking of a charge when 
the reclaimer is running and when it is not in operation. 
For instance, with the reclaimer acid the digester cooks 
right along in nine and one-half hours, whereas without 
such liquor it takes from eleven and one-half to fourteen 
hours to get off a cook. There is also the difference be- 
tween a vile smelling mill and neighborhood, without the 
reclaimer, and a nice clean, odorless establishment when 
the reclaimer is kept in good working condition. 

(228) E. W. L., East Pepperell, Mass. 


Ouestion—I am troubled considerably by the filling up 
of the screen plates on one of our machines when running 
with all wood—ground and sulphite. The stuff seems to 
all go through the screens before one-half of the plate 
area has been covered, and then the filling up commences 


at the edges of the covered space, and gradually works to- 
ward the stream of pulp until the entire screen is filled up. 
Is there any way of preventing the action mentioned? 


Answer.—Try putting a piece of board across the screen 
at a point which will just accommodate the amount of pulp 
to be screened. If the board is not got just right the first 
time, move it along a little. It need not be nailed into the 
screen. Simply cutting the board a trifle long, and then 
driving it into place, will hold it securely enough for all 
purposes. The board cuts off a portion of the screen, 
thereby giving the remaining portion of it more work to 
do, and thus making it: self-cleaning to a great extent— 
something which will not be done when the surface of the 
screen is barely covered with the stuff. 

(229) W. M., Windsor Mills, Canada. 

Question.—(1) Is hydrogen peroxide used at present for 
bleaching purposes on vegetable fibres of any kind on a 
large scale? Where can I get detatied information of its 
manufacture and use at the present time, with diagrams of 
plant? I would also like to know the possibilities of this 
substance as a bleaching material. (2) When testing 
standard samples of oil, can the samples be used again for 
standard or control purposes after testing up to the flash 
point, or do they suffer change and so become unreliable 
for control purposes when heated much above normal 
temperature? 

Answer.—(1) No, the considerable cost of peroxide of 
hydrogen prevents its use as a bleach for paper making 
purposes. Besides it is better fitted for animal than for 
vegetable fibres. It can be used on cotton in conjunction 
with soap, magnesia and caustic soda in a boiling bath. 
when it gives excellent results. If it should be desired 
to make paper of woolen rags, the color could be dis- 
charged very effectively by means of peroxide, the fibre 
being soaked at 15° C. for twenty-four hours in a 3 per 
cent. solution of hydrogen peroxide containing 2 per cent. 
of ammonia (specific gravity 0.910). Increasing the tem- 
perature will hasten the process. I do not know of any 
regular apparatus for making peroxide. It is formed 
(H:O:) by decomposing barium peroxide with dilute min- 
eral acids. The powdered barium peroxide is “hydrated” 
by pouring it into water and stirring it for about three 
hours until a smooth paste is formed. This is added, a 
little at a time, with active stirring, to the dilute acid in 
a lead-lined vessel. The temperature during decomposi- 
tion must not rise above 15° C., and the vessel is cooled 
with ice water. The precipitated barium salt is allowed 
to settle, and the clear solution of hydrogen peroxide is 
decanted and sometimes filtered rapidly on cotton .cloth. 
If an excess of barium peroxide is used, the liquor is alka- 
line and will not keep. In this case a little more acid is 
added and prevents decomposition. The commercial 
strength is known as a 10-volume solution, i. e., 3 per cent. 
H:O:. (2) Oils heated as stated must necessarily be given 
a slight distillation thereby, which, although slight, will 
effect the constituency thereof to a certain extent. There- 
fore it would be well not to place much dependence upon 
oils which have been flashed one or more times unless 
careful experiments are made to establish the amount of 
the change which takes place during such flashing. 

(230) M. E. G.. San Francisco, Cal. 

Question.—We are in the tar board business and are 
searching for a good cheap dyestuff that can take the 
place of logwood and lampblack for making a dark grav 
color in boards. We find that most of the colors fade in 
the sun, ard would be pleased if you can name a good but 
not too expensive color or dye for this purpose. 

Answer.—Lampblack is usually employed for this pur- 
pose, and if a good quality is used there should not be much 
danger of fading. A cheap black will not last when ex 
posed to sunlight, but a good quality of the pigment should 
stand. Still, black is the worst color to make in paper that 
manufacturers have to deal with. There are aniline black;, 
but they are costly and rather uncertain. So with some 
other black dyes and colors. It may be possible to tint tar 
board to the desired shade, where a gray is wanted. 
by the use of unbleached prints therein. The ink 
in such prints will surely give a more or less 
proncunced gray tint, and a color thus secured 
would prove very durable. Fine lampblack is used 
in the making of printers’ ink, in connection with linseed 
oil and soap, and black of a similar nature (gas black) 
would doubtless prove permanent in binders’ board.

The Parsons 
Company is unable at the present time to draw the full 
amount of water contracted for from the canal and has 
not pressed the company for the water owing to the dull- 
ness of business. The improvements now under way at 
the Parsons mills will require the full horse power paid 
for by it, and extensive improvements are now under con- 
sideration by the Water Power people in order that this 
power may be furnished.

PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Rag Beater—Cutting and Folding Apparatus—Gauge for 
Paper Boxes—Separating Sheets of Paper—Paper 
Roll Attachment—Paper Box. 





The illustration this week is of a rag beater, which has 
been patented by Irwin P. Dillon, Lawrence, Mass., under 
letters patent No. 648,899. Figure 1 is a top plan view; 
figure 2 is a longitudinal view, and figure 3 a transverse 
vertical section. The tank proper, mid-board, beater, ad- 
justing mechanism therefor, and general details of the 
beating engine may be of any usual kind and arrangement, 
this invention relating to the back-fall and trough end of 
the tank. The back wall, instead of simply being rounded 
with a more or less square corner, is given a convolute 
shape, being joined to the outer side in a curve more or 
less approaching the straight line to a point about oppo- 
site the middle of the back-fall, whence it is carried in a 
wide sweep on a circular curve to the side wall. The bot- 
tom of the trough at its narrow end is quite shallow, hav- 
ing a slight downward curvature at the narrowest part of 
extreme upper end of said trough, and thence sloping with 
a very slight curvature or approximately on a straight line 
to near the centre line of the side of the engine opposite 
the beater. At its rear side the trough has preferably a 
gradual continuous slanting curve, as far as or slightly be- 
yond the point of alignment thereof with the mid-board, 
and from said point onward the trough has a vertical ‘wall, 
increasing in extent or depth thence to the lowermost end. 
In this invention the inner top edge of the back-fall has

been extended go that it projects considerably over the 
stuff, and the projecting edge has been deflected down- 
wardly, so as to dip toward the bottom sufficiently to act 
as a deflecting plate for the flowing stuff. It will be 
understood that the shape of the tank end which has been 
described gives an extremely thorough and complete 
“turning over” to the stuff; but all this is accomplished by 
the force of gravity rather than by mechanical power, be- 
ing produced simply by providing the proper deflecting 
and opposing planes of impact for the stuff to strike 
against and for directing and turning and diverting the 
heavy flow of stuff as it is poured over the back-fall by the 
beater. 

An apparatus for cutting and folding paper (Patent No 
648,550) by Edgar H. and Charles P. Cottrell, Stonington, 
Conn., assignors to the C. B. Cottrell & Sons Company, 
same place and New York, consists of a sheet carrier, a 
stationary table and devices for receiving from the said 
carrier a number of sheets of paper and delivering them 
upon the table, one upon another; a pair of shears, the 
blades of which are arranged parallel with the run of the 
carrier and delivering devices, and one of these blades is 
at one edge of a slot in the stationary table. Folding 
blades are arranged parallel with the shear blades at oppo- 
site sides thereof and operating through slots in the table 
for separately folding two groups of sheets, into which the 
first mentioned sheets are cut by the shears. 


A gauge for making paper boxes by Harry B. Smith, 
New York, N. Y. (No. 648,639), consists of a suitable base, 
upon which are mounted two oppositely disposed gauges, 
each having a pair of disconnected diverging side plates ar- 
ranged to embrace the edges of an open box blank at the 
opposite diagonal corners thereof. 

A method of separating sheets of paper, by James M. 
Blaisdell, Winthrop, Mass., assignor to the Perfection La- 
beling Machine Company, of Maine (Patent No. 648,836). 
is an improvement on the method of separating the top 
sheet from a pile. 

A paper roll attachment (Patent No. 648,837), by Wil- 
liam E. Blue, Niagara Falls, N. Y., consists of two pivot- 
ally mounted bars through which paper from a roll is 
passed. One of these bars is equipped with a tearing ~ 
edge over which the paper is pulled, thus separating the 
sheet from the roll. 

John A. Wagnitz, Dayton, Ohio, has been granted let- 
ters patent No. 648,448 for a paper vessel and cover 
therefor constructed from a single blank or sheet of 
paper, and having a circular form in cross-section and 
the cover folding over the mouth of the vessel from oppo- 
site sides,

Still the demand is so light just at 
present that the cutting of prices does not amount to very 
much. If the call for goods was stronger it might be said 
that the market was broken and that lower prices ruled. 
As it is, the high figures are being asked as a general 
thing, but as buyers insist upon having these modified 
somewhat in their favor this is being done to some ex- 
tent. But it is not done willingly, and each concession is 
being fought hard. However, the fact remains that for 
the present business is transacted on a basis of somewhat 
lower quotations.

PHILADELPHIA, May 8.—The stock market, both paper 
and rag, has weakened considerably.
